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This is a decision on the petition, filed August 24, 2007, to revive the above-identified 
application under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.137(b). 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The application became abandoned for a failure to reply in a timely manner to a non-final Office 
action mailed September 1, 2006. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on April 18, 2007. On 
August 24, 2007, the present petition was filed. 

The petition satisfies the requirements of 37 CFR 1.137(b) in that petitioner has supplied (1) the 
reply in the form of an amendment; (2) the petition fee of $1,500; and (3) an adequate statement 
of unintentional delay 1 . 

The Revocation and Power of Attorney filed August 24, 2007, has not been accepted, since the 
Power of Attorney is from an assignee but does not include the certificate required by 37 CFR 
3.73(b).

A courtesy copy of 
this decision is being mailed to petitioner. Nevertheless, all future correspondence regarding this 
application file will be directed solely to the address of record. 

The application is being referred to Technology Center AU 2164 for consideration of the 
amendment filed August 24, 2007. 



37 CFR 1.137(b)(3) requires a statement that the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the reply until the filing of a 
grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b) was unintentional.
